this day of airplanes, taxicabs 
and machine guns as when Hannibal 
employed his cavalry to strafe the 
Roman legions. 
“At every turn of the cycle of war 
methods, .people have been ready to 
say the horse was obsolete,*’ says 
Maj. Gen. Malin Craig, former chief 
of cavalry of the army. "They said 
it when gunpowder came into use and 
proved 
effective 
against 
armored 
knights. 
Ilut arm ies learned to use 
horsemen under »he new conditions, 
just as I believe they will continue 
using them for years to come. 
"Even in the World W ar with its 
long stalem ate in trenches, cavalry 
was used frequently, efficiently and 
decisively. 
In almost any campaign 
if one side has cavalry and the other 
hasn't, the latter will pay a bitter 
penalty when the break comes." 


Developing Horses 
The Belgian army recently an­ 
nounced that it was abandoning the 
use of cavalry entirely. 
General 
Craig points out that conditions in 
that country are entirel:^ different 
from those faced l»y American sol­ 
diers. 
In this coqntry the army is doing 
more today than ever before to de­ 
velop horses for cavalry purposes. 
For the last five years the army re­ 
mount service has been encouraging 
the breeding of high type horses by 
providing pure bred sires in live­ 
stock sections and taking options 
upon the colts produced. 
More than 
350 such sires now are owned by the 
army, and around 40,000 colts have 
been foaled since 1921. 
j 
"The fact that automobiles fill the 
streets and tractors are common on 
the farms signifies little against the 
horse." says General Craig.

is a doctrine in the cavalry which 
amounts to a slogan. 
It is that a
